S,9. There has been a speotaoular rise ef prioes of almost all the oonsiodi^ 
ties in the past deoade and this has been refleoted by and large In the oeosuaer esqjen- 
diture data thrown up by uhe 26th round NSS> The suxvey reveals that the per oapiba 
oonsuaer expenditure werks out at Re. 41. 06 for rural areas and Rs«63«S2 for the Vrban 
areas as against Rs. 28.19 and Rs,40.22 rsspeotively during the 20th round N33(196S->66 
State Sample) , the per oent inorease during the imtervening period being 45.6 and 
57,9. It nay» however, be noted that the oonsuner prise index number of the working 
olass (urban) ef Assam has registered a sharp rise of 56,2$ ever the period of six 
years from 1965-66 to 1^1-72, the peroent inorease of eonsumer eiqpenditure during 
the said pesdod being 57,9 in the urban areas ef Assam. Similarly in rsspeot of 
rural puliation (plains distrlots) the prioo index uient up to the extent of 44.5^ 
as against 45.6iC rise in the oonsumsr expenditure during the period mentioned above, 
fhbther , the provisional estimates of the 25th round NSS (1970-71, Sbate Sai^ple ) 
shows that theper oapita oonsumpbion expenditure is Rs. 40.44 in the rural areas and 
Rs. 53.11 in tho urban areas. However, during the period of one year from 25th round 
NSS to 26th round NSS there is only 1. 5;C overall rise in aonsumer eiqiendituxe in rural 
areas vheraas the rise in urban areas is more prenounoed ^Loh oomes to 9.3^ . The 
prepsrtien ef expenditure an food items (75-77.'() is mush higher in ease ef rural 
areas as oeapared to urban areas (65.0^) whereas it is quite opposite in the oase ef 
nen*food items. It appears from the detailed item-wise tables on ejqpenditurs that tho 
pattern of sonsumer ejqpendlture differs oensilerably in rural and urban areas ef the 
State. Major share of the expenditure under food ^oes to cereals item (41.99)1 ) for 
rural areas while for urban it is very imao|» less .(26.16,t). In contrast, the proportion 
of expenditure on feed items like pulses, miU and milJc.produot, edible oil, Iteits 
end nuts mid beverage mad refreshment etc. is higher for urban areas in oonparlsien 
to rural areas. Similarly, for nsn-food items, the propostiati of expooditurs(94|99)() 
is signifioantly higher for urban areas that the rural aieas (24.23^ mainly, duo to 
higher level of e}q>onditure on non-food items like olothing, adsoslXaposus goods and 
sdarvioes, rant and taxes in urban arsas.
